Ambulance 
service may 
be affected 
by cost cuts

MADISON — Residents may lose 
the city-supported ambulance ser- 
vice as one result of current cost- 
cutting programs, the City Council 
was told Tuesday night. 

Alderman Don Garrett, chairman 
of a special committee appointed by 
the mayor to study possible budget- 
balancing cost reductions, told the 
council the group met and selected 
three options to discuss relative to 
ambulance. service. 

THE FIRST OPTION is to leave 
the program as it is; the second is to 
divorce it from the fire department 
and create a separate department; 
and the third is to pursue an offer 
from Campbell Ambulance Service. 

“The first option was ruled out 
because of serious morale problems 
and the fact that firemen have to be 
firemen and EMTs (emergency 
medical technicians) must be fully- 
trained personnel,” Garrett said. — 

He added that to separate the two 
services would be costly. ““We are 
looking at a cost of $50,000 a year to 
continue the ambulance program as 
a separate entity.

“friable,”” a term used to indicate 
how-asbestos is placed and_used.

when an ambulance is conveying 
ick or injured persons it shall have 
‘its siren and lamp in ‘‘full operation 
‘at all times” during the emergency. 
It is important that all drivers of 
j emergency vehicles (whether 





aware of-all applicable regulations. 

Whatever the facts are in a given 
case (or were in my case), it is in- 
cumbent upon those who operate 
emergency medical vehicles to take 
proper care at all times, for it is not 
only those whom they may be 
transporting or rushing to help who 
are at risk. 

Ambulances shouldbe operated 
within all applicable regulations of 
course, but that is merely a bare 
minimum standard of safety. 

To the extent possible (and in 
every case where warning equip- 
ment is not fully or continuously 
engaged), ambulances should pause 
fully at stop-signs and be driven at 
safe speeds (given road conditions, 
visibility, etc.) especially in residen- 
tial areas where children or pets 
may dart unexpectedly into their

This letter is written by a mother 
who has lost her son to a society at 
war. The war is an ongoing thing 
from year to year. It has gotten 
more ‘attention in recent months 
than before, but it has been going on 
for what seems to be forever to me. 

It is a war that has no social boun- 
daries, ethnic barriers or religious 
preferences. It affects us all, The 
war we are fighting does have a 
name for us to identify it with: it is 
called “‘Drugs.” ~ 

It starts when your son smokes his 
first marijuana cigarette at age 13 
or 14 years and carries through to 
harder and harder . No one 
knows in the beginning how terribly 
it will end. 

The horror of seeing your son get- 
ting “hooked,” the shame of seeing 
him in and out of trouble — until one

MADISON Rast financial 
obligations continue to plague the Ci- 
ty Council. - 

They surfaced again Tuesday 
night with requests by Patrolman 
Donald Bridick for a check from the 
police incentive plan and by Chris 
Pashoff, Venice Township super- 
visor, who said’he should have been 
credited with eight years in the II- 
linois Municipal Retirement Fund 
several years ago 

Bridick sent a letter to the council 
requesting payment in accordance 
with an ordinance relating to police 
pay incentives for 1985-86. He said he 
received a check for $300 and the 
amount should have been $1,536. 

Mayor John Bellcoff said, in 
Yesponse to the request, that he was 
appointing all aldermen to a com- 
mittee to be headed by William 
Gushleff to research records back to 
1974 on the subject of incentive pay. 
“~The committee will meet with 

me and the city attorney to discuss 
this problem, since all the officers 
would be entitled to such pay and we 
are talking about $50,000 to $66,000 
that it could cost the We must 
have an answer to gi public on 
this issue,"’ the mayor said. 

“This situation was developed il- 
legally by the past administration 
and goes back to the 1970s without 
the city ordinance being changed. I 
think these men are entitled to the 
incentive; however, in June of this 
year the council amended the or- 
dinance to pay $300 a year for com- 


pletion of an associate college 
degree in applied police science. 

“We may have to go to the tax- 
payers to pay this and if they (police 
officers) have to go to court, so be it. 
Each felk has a-right to it,” the 
mayor said. 

The letter was referred to the com- 
mittee for further study. 

Pashoff.told the council he has un- 
successfully tried to have eight 
years of service with the City of 
Madison added to his 13 years in the 
Venice Township IMRF. He asked 
that the council approve this so he 
can have the years credited for his 
pension. 

“I had to pay $5,000 of my own 
money to the IMRF before I reached 
an age where | was ineligible, so this 
request will not cost the city any 
money. The council will only have to 
prepare a resolution and approve it 
in session," Pashoff said.

Several agencies use the Soeial 
Security number for purposes other 
than Social Security, Oliver Holmes, 
Social Security manager in East St. 
Louis, said this week. 

The Internal Revenue Service, for 
example, requires people to show 
their Social Security number on in- 
come tax returns. Also, the part- 
ment of Defense has substitu the 
Social Security number for the 
military service number for all 
members of the armed forces. 

“Social Security numbers are re- 
quired for any person who applies 
for or receives benefits under any 
federal or federally subsidized pro- 
gram,” Holmes said. 

“Today, there are comparatively 
few people who do not need a Social 
Security number for one purpose or 
another. 


“Among private organizations, 
there is a growing trend tq use the 
Social Security number in their own 
numbering system and control 
records. Such use is_ neither 
authorized nor approved by the 


- Social Security numbers 


Social Security Administration. 
“There is no federal law that re- 

quires a person to furnish a number 

to these organizations for such 


purposes. 

—‘On_the-other_hand, there is no 
provision against such use of the 
Social Security number by an 
organization for its own records if 
the number {s-obtained voluntarily 
from the person. This is a private 
matter between the organization 
and the person. 

“Any organization considering 
private use of the number should 
realize that the Social Security Ad- 
ministration does not verify 
numbers or names or furnish other 
information from the records which 
would involve_unauthorized expen 
diture of Social Sécurity Taxes or use 
of confidential information.

Motorcycle rider 
course Saturday 


The Motorcycle Rider Program 
based at SIUC will be offering a free 
experienced-rider course. Course 2 
will be held at SIUE in the Peck 
Building, Room 0307, on Saturday, 
Aug. 16, from 9 a-m. to 6 p.m. 

The ‘experienced-rider course ts 
intended for those who have motor- 
cycle riding experience of at least 
one year or 1,000 miles. This course 
is primarily designed to increase the 
present skill level and develop a 

ter awareness of perceptual 
skills. Specially trained instructors 
lead students through eight hours of 
classroom and on-cycle instruction. 

There is no charge for the course, 
but the individual must provide his 
or her own motorcycle, helmet, and 
eye protection. 

‘The course is offered through the 
Illinois Department of Transporta- 
tion and the Motorcycle Rider Pro- 
gram at SIUC. 


Motor vehicle occupant deaths for 
July totaled 63 statewide, down 23-6 
percent from the five-year average 
of 89 deaths, according to the Illinois 
Departments of Transportation and 
State Police.

The total of 794 fatalities for seven 
months of 1986 is a decrease of 5.5 
percent from 840 in 1985.

2. Cocaine users must not only vow 
to abandon the drug, but also the en- 
vironment of ‘their addition, in- 
cluding friends and social situations 
which encourage cocaine use. 
Substitute lifestyles must be found to 
fill the cocaine addict's void. 

Recovering cocaine abusers must 
be counseled on finding new in- 
terests, hobbies, and other ways of 
relieving the lingering “‘hunger”’ for 
cocaine. These may include jogging 
and other physical activity. Active 
involvement in self-help groups such 
as Cocaine Anonymous is necessary 
for successful recovery. 

3. Families and friends wanting to 
help a cocaine user who will not 
acknowledge addiction can consider 
using the “intervention” tethnique 
to get the user into treatment. before 
a full-scale catastrophe occurs. 

‘Interventions’ must be con- 
ducted under the guidance and 
supervision of a substance abuse 
professional. This group confronta- 
tion is not aimed at accusing or judg- 
ing the cocaine addict. It is, rather, a 
demonstration of concern by those 
close to the cocaine abuser — for the 
purpose of encouraging quick, effec- 
tive treatment 

Speak to a physician specializing 
in substance abuse to ascertain 
whether “intervention” might work 
to break a loved one’s cocaine 
addiction. 

4. Emotional support is available 
for family members through groups 
Such as Coke Aid “and Families 
Anonympus, even if the cocaine 
abuser is unwilling to accept 
treatment. 

Help is available for cocaine 
abusers. The Illinois Department of 
Alcoholism and Substance Abuse 
has a “Coke Hotline”’ number for in- 
formation on cocaine dependency 
treatment resources and self-help 
groups

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Long-term care needs of older women 


Findings and recommendations 
regarding the needs of the state's 
lolder_women were announced this 
month by the Task Force on the 
Status of Older Women in Illinois. 

Accepted by Illinois Department 
on Aging Director Janet S. Otwell 
and the Illinois Council-on Aging, the 
report will now be submitted to the 
governor and General Assembly for 
possible administrative or 
legislative action. 

‘At the suggestion of Otwell, the 
task force was formed last 
November by the Illinois Council on 
Aging, the advisory body to the Il- 
linois Department on Aging. The 22 
members were asked to examine 
major concerns which make it dif- 
ferent to grow older as a woman 
than as a-man, and to develop ways 
to address the housing, income and 
health care needs of older women. 

“The needs of older women 
deserve particular attention for a 
number of reasons,” said Otwell. 
“First, women represent 61 percent 
of our 65-plus population. 

“In addition, women are more 
likely than men to live in or near 
poverty; there are more women 
with low incomes who live_alone; 
women are less likely to have ade- 
quate Social Security and pension 
benefits; more women have inade- 
quate housing and health care 
needs; and women are more likely 
to be caregivers for older parents 
and spouses,”’ she said. 

Before developing recommenda- 
tions that-could address these dif- 
ferences, the task farce held 23 hear- 
ings, roundtable sessions and 
speakouts around the state to hear 
testimony from service providers as 
well as older women themselves. 
Needs were examined from the 
viewpoint of single, married, widow- 
ed; rural, urban and minority older 
women 


According to the chairwoman of 
the task force, Sister Julia 
Huiskamp of East St. Louis, the ma- 


New laws aid 


A package of three new laws is in- 
tended to benefit veterans, including 
establishing an advisory council on 
atomic radiation and dioxin poison- 
ing and designating March 29 as an 
annual commemorative holiday 
honoring Vietnam veterans. 

“The wounds, both emotional and 
physical, of the war in Vietnam have 
yet to heal. We are just beginning 
that healing process and Illinois 
stands ready to help both those who 
survived the battles of southeast 
Asia and the families of those who 
did not,” Gov. James R. Thompson 


said. 

“The Atomic Radiation and Diox- 
in Poisoning Victims Advisory Coun- 
cil will address some of the physical 
problems facing veterans. The holi- 
day will help us better remember 
and understand what went on two 
decades ago. 


“Tilinois has not forgotten the men 
and women who served our nation so 
bravely and selflessly in previous 
wars and in times of peace. Their 


jor recommendations can be sum- 
marized as follows: 

1. Because many_older women do 
not know where to begin when they 
need help and support, more.atten- 
tion should be given to the promotion 
and coordination of the Senior 
Assistance Network in Illinois. Older 
people themselves, as well as family 
caregivers and community and 
church groups that are a part of the 
natural helping network, need to 
know what services are available 
and how to access them. 

2. Because many people do not 
realize that older women have 
special concerns, there is a need for 
increased public awareness of older 
women’s issues, especially those 
relating to income, health care, 
housing and caregiving. 

3. Because more women live alone 
and more face the risk of having in- 
adequate living arrangements, 
more housing options should be 
made available to them, such as con- 
gregate and shared housing ar- 
rangements. Also, those persons liv- 


ing in elderly housing should be liked - 


with available services in 
community. 

4. Because more women live at or 
near poverty level, efforts should be 
made to help increase the available 
income of low-income, elderly 
women, this would involve efforts to 
encourage eligible older women to 
apply for Supplemental Security 
Income. 

5. Because older women frequent- 
ly have lower incomes due to inade- 
quate pension benefits, the state 
should work with the private sector 
to expand pension laws to shorten 
the maximum vesting times and to 
provide for pension portability, 
meaning a pension can be carried 
from job-to-job. 


the 


6. Because women are more likely 
than men to have intensive health 
care needs, options should be 
developed for paying for long-term 
care, whether it be care in their 


homes or nursing homes. 

7. Because women frequently nee 
affordable and accessible ith} 
care for a fonger period of timeth 
men, federal programs should be 
more responsive to older women’s 
needs. Advocacy groups, including} 
the state, should encourage doctors 
to accept Medicare assignment, 
should urge that Medicare coverage} 
be broadened to include eye care, 
dental care and hearing aids, and 
should push for reduction of 
Medicare deductibles. 

8. Because women represent 
three-fourths of thé abused older| 
population, there should be an ex- 
pansion of the network of protective 
services. 

“We realize there are some; 
relatively simple, concrete thing: 
that can be done by the private sec- 
tor and state and federal govern- 
ments, and by the natural helping} 
network, such as church groups or 
adult children of older women,” said) 
Huiskamp. ‘‘We -have-tried to 
develop recommendations that, if 
accepted and implemented, will 
make the lives of older women in our 
state happier and more secure,” she 
said. 

Otwell added that the Department 
on Aging and Illinois Council on Ag- 
ing have agreed to begin implemen- 
ting some of the ideas by working: 
with appropriate groups and offices, 
including the Older - Women's 
League and major women’s groups, 
the American Association of Retired 
Persons, ‘the Illinois Housing 
Development Authority, the Depart- 
ment of Insurance and the Social 
Security Administration. 

“In addition, we have developed a 
video presentation that highlights 
the findings and recommendations 
of the task force. The Council on Ag- 
ing will present the 25-minute pro- 
gram at community workshops 
designed to increase awareness of 
the needs of older women. It will also 
be-available to interested advocacy 
groups and organizations.”’

Wolf announces new Medicaid laws 


Illinois will be better equipped to 
deal with persons engaged, in 
Medicaid fraud with the signing this 
week of five bills supported by State 
Rep.

Man admits killing 


“] only killed one person,” Mark 
S. Urioste, 25, said in court upon 
learning two counts of murder had 
been filed against him. 

Charged with killing Rebecca 
Rodgers, 21, on Aug. 8 in her home at 
1101 Reynold St., Madison, Urioste 
told Madison County Sheriff's Depur 
ty Gary Marsala that he was really 
looking for her. younger sister, 
Renne, 16. 

Urioste, 25, who lives in the nearby= 
1100 block of Greenwood Street, 
Madison, is charged with murder 
and home invasion and is being held 
without bond in the Madison County 
Jail in Edwardsville. 

MARSALA SAID Urioste admitted 
fatally stabbing the woman in her 
bedroom at 3:45 a.m. and was con- 
fused over prosecutors’ procedural 
decision to file two counts of each 
charge 

Urioste told Circuit Judge Charles 
Chapman, “This is a bunch of bull. I 
only killed one person, not two,” 
Marsala said. 

Rodgers lived with her mother, 
Joyce, 45, her 2-year old son, Jason, 
and her 16-year old sister. Joyce 
Rodgers told police she responded to 
her daughter’s screams for help and 
saw Urioste holding a knife; he 
threatened her and told her to move 
aside so he could leave. 

A family, member, James 
Williams, saidUrioste had made ad- 
vances toward Renna in the past 
year, including last week; the fami- 
id not report the incidents to 
police, thinking Urioste was 
harmless, Marsala said. - 

Madison Detective Sgt. Paul 
Bargiel said police arrested Urisote 
about 45 minutes after the crime, at 
his home. 






STATE’S ATTORNEY Dick Allen 
has not yet deeided whether to seek 
the death penalty if Urioste is 
convicted. 

Urioste’s family in 1982 filed a 
malpractice suit on his behalf, say- 
ing he was a disabled person who 
suffered permanent brain and cen- 
tral nervous system damage. 

The suit, which has not gone to 
trial yet, names a hospital anda doc- 
tor who treated Urioste for head and 
chest injuries sustained in a fall out 
of a tree in November 1981. The 
defendants denied any improper 
treatment in documents filed in 


court. 

Urisote allegedly told Marsala he 
entered the room of Rebecca and she 
told him, ‘‘Go ahead and stab me; 
make my day.” Urisote said, “I 
stabbed her. I made her day,’’ Mar- 
sala reported. 


ALSO IN Marsala’s report is the 
statement that Urioste said several 
things in his life led him to the 
crime, including drugs. 

Bargiel said he thinks Rodgers 
was stabbed after she resisted a sex- 
ual assault, since there was 
evidence the assailant tried to 
remove some of her clothing. 


Marsala said Urioste had never 
‘been in the Rodgers home but had 
watched the house long enough to 
know which bedroom the family 
members used at night. Urioste 
allegedly said he was searching for 
Renne and the sisters had switched 
rooms.

Some teachers start 
at less than $13,000 


At a time of national public sup- 
port for raising teacher salaries, 
there remains a huge gap between 
rhetoric and reality in some parts of 
the country. 

Some members of the public 
believe teachers should earn an 
average of $20,700, according to a 
June Gallup poll. Though the star- 
ting pay in Granite City is higher, at 
$14,898, many_of the nation’s school 
districts pay first-year teachers less 
than $13,000 a year 

“The public obviously sees the link 
between attracting excellent people 
into the profession and teacher 
salaries,” said National Education 
Association President Mary Hat- 
wood Futrell. ‘‘That’s a connection 
more state legislatures and school 
districts need to make.”” 

Last year in Idaho the three 
largest districts in the state all 
started beginning teachers under 
$13,000. In Boise, teachers began at 
$12,584; in Meridian, $12,285; and in 
Pocatello, $12,594. 

The lowest paid teacher in the na- 
tion, from Grass Lake, N.D., last 
year earned $7,500 a year. The 
teacher has since left the district, 
but the county superintendent of 
schools is hoping to fill the position 
this fall for the same salary.
